time. 
Africa Best Customer 


Not only the whole of the United 


States is thus cut off from its supply 
of 
liquor, 
but the west coast of 


Africa is also deprived of its timc- 
lionored New England rum. 
As far 
back as the Revolution the poor be- 
nighted heathen in Africa was con- 
sidered New England's best cnstoinct 
in tho rum line. 
It took two dis- 
tilleries in Cbarlestown and Somer- 
Villo to supply all his needs. 
Not 
only the benighted heathen 


but tho poor missionary will have to 
suffer, for the missionary invariably 
found New "England mm a sure cure 
for jungle chills and fever. 
The four distilleries that have noti-

Spirits Goes Into Effect 


BOSTON, Sept. 
S.—Four 
of 
the 


oldest 
distilleries 
in 
the 
United 


States that have done their share in 
making New England rum famous 
from Eastport, lie., to the gold coast 
of Africa, will go out of business to- 
day. 
The cause is the recent act of 


:ongress prohibiting the manufacture 
and 
Importation 
of distilled spirits 


for use as beverages. This act goes 
mto effect at 11 o'clock tonight so 
that no 
liquor of any 
kind may 


egally be manufactured or imported 
.nto 
tho United States after that 


Lime. 
Africa Best Customer 


Not only the whole of the United 


States is thus cut oft from its supply 
of 
liquor, but 
the west coast of 


Africa is also deprived of its time- 
honored New England rum. 
As far 


back as the Revolution the poor be- 
nighted heathen in Africa was con- 
sidered New England's best customer 
in the rum line. 
It took two dis- 


tilleries in Charlestown and 
Somer- 


ville to supply all his needs. 


Not 
only the 
benighted heathen, 


out the poor missionary will have to 
suffer, for the missionary 
invariably 


found New England rum a sure cure 
for jungle chills and fever. 


The four distilleries that have noti- 


fied John F. Malley, the collector of 
Internal revenue, of their closing are 
the Caldwell distillery in Newbury- 
port, that has been 
making New 


England rum since 1790 and is said 
to be the oldest distillery in the 
country; 
tho 
Chapin . distillery 
in 


Charlestown and the Chase distillery 
in 
Somerville, 
both supplying the 


west coast of Africa with rum, and 
the 
Porter 
distillery 
in 
Agawam, 


which has been manufacturing: gin. 
To Continue Making Alcohol 


Tho three remaining distilleries In 


tho state have notified Collector Mal- 
ley that they will continue in busi- 
ness, but will make denatured alco- 
hol for hospital and munition pur- 
poses instead of rum. 
These three 


distilleries are the Purity Distilling 
company 
of East 
Cambridge, 
the 


seond largest distillery in the coun- 
try, turning out 30,000 gallons a day; 
the 
Felton 
Distilling 
company 
In 


South Boston, which will manufac- 
ture denatured rum for flavoring to- 
bacco, 
and 
tho 
Everett 
Distilling 


company, which will make denatured 
alcohol In Everett. 
The revenue from these seven dis- 


tilleries for the year ending Juno 3( 
last was 
$2,848,420.89, or noarly 1( 


per cent of tho total revenue derived 
from all sources, Including corpora- 
tion, tobacco and Income taxes. The 
total revenue derived from 
interr.a 


taxes last year Jn Massachusetts was 
$29,706,105. 
To meet the threatened .famine In 


liquor, nil the distillers have been 
working- night and day for the past 
month laying up a store of spirits. 


Tho supply of whiskey, rum anc 


gin In bond on Aug. 31 was 2,200,000 
gallons as against 5100,000.000 gal- 
lons the previous month.

Massachusetts alone. 
If the 
fellows 


who take two drinks a dny will only 
cut down their thirst to ono drink

Of course there will be plenty of 


beer and wine, as the law does not 
affect these. 
But the government is 


going to make up on these the loss 
of its revenue on rum and whiskey 
so that the way of the toper is cer- 
tainly going to bo hard during tho 
war. 
The manufacturers on Sept. 1 


raised the price of beer $2 a hogs- 
head.

Saloonkeepers say that this

Resigns Post at Ni Y. Because 


President Didn't Advocate 
Suffrage 
Amendment 


Votes for Women Promised, 


He Declares, in Letter of 
Resignation 


WASHINGTON, Sept. S.—Dudley.Field 


Malone, customs collector at New York, 
tendered his resignation to President 
Wilson yesterday in protest against the" 
failure of the president to advocate pas- 
sage o£ the federal suffrage amendment 
and because he permitted the imprison- 
ment of women who have been picket- 
ing the White House. 
Mr. Malonci, who as counsel deiendod 


the first of the militants arraigned in 
the Washington police courtr-told the 
president in his letter of resignation 
that' inasmuch as he had promised the 
women' of 'the 
suffrage states that lit 


would exert all his energy to have the 
'National democratic- administration In- 
dorse suffrage by constitutional amend- 
ment,'he felt obliged to resign-and de- 
vote himself to redeeming that.promise. 


Deiilorea Course Toward Women 


In quitting the office of collector of 
the port of New rorlt. Mr. Malone-leaves 
onc'of the best paid places in'the gov- 
ernment service. He is a son-in-law of 
"Ex-Senator James A. O'Oorman.. 
His 
letter of resignation follows: 
"Dear Mr. President:—Last autumn, 
as the representative of your adminis- 
tration, 1 went into the woman suffrage 
states .to urge your election. The most 
difficult argument to meet among the 
7,000,000 women voters was the failure 
of the democratic 
party, throughout 


four years, of power, to pass the fed- 
eral suffrage amendment, looking to- 
ward the enfranchisement of all women 
of the country. • 
"Throughout those states, and partlc- 


1 ularly in California, which ultimately 


decided the election by the votes of 
women, the women voters were urged 
to support' you, even though Judge 
Hughes had already declared 
for the 
federal suffrage amendment, 
because 
you 
and 
your party, through liberal 


leadership, were more likely nationally 
to enfranchise the rest of the women of 
the country than were your opponents. 
"And if the women of the west votsd 
to re-elect you I promised them 1 would 
Kpend all my energy, at any sacrifice to 
myself, to get the presant democratic 
administration to pass the federal suf- 
frage amendment. 
"But the present policy of the admin- 
istration in permitting splendid Ameri- 
can women to bo sent to jail in Wash- 
ington, not for carrying offensive ban- 
ners'nor for picketing, but on the tech- 
nical charge of obstructing traffic, is a 
denial even of their constitutional right 
to petition fur and demand the passage 
of the federal suffrage amendment. Jt 
therefore now becomes my profound 
obliKation actively to keep my promise 
to the women of the west. 
Calls Federal Action Ji'ecOHKnry . 


"In more than 20 states it is a practi- 
cal Impossibility, to amend 
the sta'i.e 
constiutions; 
so 
the women of those 
states can only be enfranchised by the 
passage of the federal suffrage amend- 
ment. Since England and Hussia in the 
midst of the great war 
have ar.suied 


the national enfranchisement' of their 
women, 
should we not be jealous to 
maintain our democratic leadership in 
the world by the speedy national en- 
franchisement of American women? 
"To me. Mr. President, as I urged up- 


on you in Washington two months ago, 
this is not only a measure of justice 
and democracy; it. is also an urgent war 
measure. 
The women of the nation are, 
and always will be, loyal if the country, 
and the passage of the suffrage amend- 
ment is only the first step toward their 
national emancipation. 


"But unless the government takes at 


least this first step toward their enfran- 
chisement, 
how can the government 
ask millions of American women edu- 
cated in our. schools and colleges, and 
millions of American worn,1'! 
In 
our 


homes, 
or toiling -for 
economic inde- 
pendence in every line of industry, to 
Kive up by conscription their men and 
happiness to a war 
for democracy in 
Europe, while these women citizens, are 
denied the right to vote on the policies 
of the government, which demands of 
them such sacrifice?- 
Urges Action na War aiennure 


''For this reason many of your ardent 
friends and 
supporters 
feel that the 
passage of the federal suffrage amend- 
ment is a war measure, which could ap- 
propriately he urged by you at this ses- 
sion of congress. It is true, that this 
amendment .would have to come from 
congress, but 
the 
present 
congress 
shows no earnest desire to enact this 
legislation for the simple reason that, 
you, as the leader of the party in pow- 
er, have not suggested it. 
''For the whole country gladly ac- 
knowledges. Mr. President, that no vi- 
tal 
piece of 
legislation 
has 
come 


through congress these five years ex.- 
cept by your extraordinary and bril -
